“THE SCIENTIST’S STUDY. 


In the course of a lecture on the “Corpus- 
cular Theory of Matter” at the Royal Institution 


Pyof.J. J. Thompson remarked that the energy 


associated with radium was exceedingly large, 


cand it was often expressed ina graphic manner. 


A PINCH OF RADIUM. 


It was said, for example, that there was as 
much energy in a pinch of radinm as would 


carry an Atlantic liner across the Atlantic at full 
speed, That was true, ut radium gave off this 
great energy at so slow'a rate that, by bis cal- 
culation, 102 tons of it would be retjuired to 


propel the liner across the Atlantic in six days. 

He believed the atoms of several substances 
possessed large stores of internal energy, but 
whether we should be able to get it out at an 


appreciable rate was another question, Last 
year Prof. Bumstead, of Yale, carried through 
some interesting experiments to ascertain if it 


was possible to get even a little trickle of energy 


out of various substances, On the midst favour- 


able interpretition, the amount of energy 


obtained was equivalent to the work done by a 


fly going up a window-pane. 
"LIFE OF A-RADIUM ATOM. 

It was known,-he said, that in the course of 
an hour one gramme of radium would give out 
sufficient heat to raise a gramme of water [rom 
freezing point to boiling poimt. The investi- 
gations of Dr. Rutherford and others had 


shown that on the average a radiumatom lived 


for more than a thousand years, when the atom 
became unstable, that its energy was liberated, 
This raised the interesting question of how this 


instability was brought about. 


A thousand years was a long time, even 
by our scale of reckoning, where we took 
the rotation of the, eanh as, the unit of 
An inhabitant of an atom of radium 
would reckon on quite a different scale’ of 
time. His unit would be the period of rota- 
tion of some of the systems-in the atom, 
and would be represented by a-small fraction 
of the billionth part of a second. The life of a 
radium atom might well appear, therefore, as an 
eternity of time to ane of its inhabitants, 

THE ATOM'S “DEATH DUTY,” 

The professor discussed various scientific 
theories of this collapse, and expressed his own 
opinion that it was due to the loss of equilibrium 
in the systems which were rotating in the atom, 
in the same way asa top fell when the speed 
of its rotation was not sufficient lo preserve 
equilibrium, The energy of radium, he re- 
peated, displayed itself only at “the death bed 
of the radium atom.” * 


-During its lifetime radium was a perfectly |, 


conventional, element, so far as we knew; it 
was-only when it was ceasing to be radium 
that it became possessed of its peculiar pro- 
pertiesand gave energy. The only tax paid by 
the radium atom was the death duty. * (Laugh- 
ter.) % > : .

Lut 
they were, and “short of moculasing the po- 
pulation with disease virus, they really could. 
not have dois more to secure that result. 
Thatig the result with which, when Singapore 
has done playing with moles. and reclama- 
tions, the Municipal Engineers and Health 
Officer of that colony will have‘to devote all 
their professional ability and technical skill, 
The undoing of the work of ignorance and 
folly is ever an expensive operation, and the 
Singapore Municipality ‘of to-day, or: to- 
morrow, to undertake 

the lamentable effects 
‘conscious stupidities 
generations — of Land Officers: These 
remarks will be supported: by 
all who have given the matter of ‘sanitation 
any consideration. Whether, in years to 
come the present-day scholars will show 
their’ appreciation of their education in 
hygiene by preserving sanitary principles 
in their abodes, remains to be seen. But 
the Sanitary Board can never afford to halt 
for a t.ument ih their work of reform, [tis 
a great duty which has been undertaken by 
the thembers of the Board; involving the 
health and lives of all in’ the Colony.

.Since he gave up sea hfe his finugcial position 
has not been what it ought to be, $0 he gave 
the fortune-teller to understand that he wanted 
to know everything—mosily of the future. The 
‘fortonn-teller gave him a jar containing some 
bamboo sticks, and the fireman picked out’ a 
stick, Looking grave, the fortuse-teller, after 
informing him of little occurrences that were 
‘to pass, remarked: “ You have not very long 
to live, You will die ut the age 
thirty-nine!" This settled the fireman. He 
wanted to héar-no more and returned home 
ina great'y depressed condition. Ag the hours 
went past, the fireman, remembering that, ac.

LARTHQUAK 4S IN “ORMOSA.. * 
CONTINUED SHOCKS.

The following, jis iaken (rom the Japan 
CAroniele, of 18th inst.s—On Saturday morning 
further destructive ewthquakes were exper- 
jenced at three and eight o'clock in- Formosa. 
The ‘centre of the disturbance was" in ‘the 
vitinity ol Tenshiko, in Ensuike distrig). 
A very sirong shock was also experienced 
in: Taipeh, ” ‘Taian, Taito, and Koshun, 
and the, people, greatly alarmed, rushed out 
of their houses, No damage to property 
in Taipeh, however,’ has been reported, .Ip 
Kagi 20 persons were iojured; and there was 
some loss of life, details of which are nog yet 
known, Almost all the Government offices, 
which escaped destruction in the previous 
calamity, have now been destrayed. Lundslips 
took place on the hill-sides in Kagi and En- 
auiko, and in some places telegraphic commu- 
nication is broken, : 

The city of Kagi has been aac entirely 
destroyed, nat a house remaining intact, In 
the district ander the direct jurisdiction of Kapi 
Prefecture, 7 persons were killed, "35 injured, 
and aver 2,300 houses damaged. In Kotaiho 
400 houses were destroyed whally or partially. 
Ons Saturday night over 2,000 homeless people 
in -the cily were provided with temporary 
shelter, over ten koku of boiled rice being 
provided for thei. . 

According to investixations made up to mid- 
night of Saturday, the damage in the Ensuiko 
Prefecture consisied of three persons killed 
and filteen injured, 638 houses totally and 397 
partially destroyed; in Tenshiko district, where 
the shocks were most’ destructive; 13 persons | 
were killed or injured; 553 houses totally and- 
349 partially destroyed, The small list of 
casualties at this latest disaster is accounted 
for hy the fact that the people were to some 
extent on their guard, ‘

As shown above, the large amount of imports 
that continued up to June last was mainly 
brought about by the purchase of military sup- 
plies, together with the expansion of currency 
and the consequent rise in general prices. 
/ With the stoppage of the importation of mili- 
tary supplies the total imports naturally fell off, 
but since November they have again begun to 
rise, and at present there is no iadication of the 
tide turning. This result has no doubt been 
caused by the high prices prevailing in the 
market, On examining the principal articles 
of import it will observed that there is. a consi- 
derable falling-off in wool, leather, and other 
asticles for military use, while the. importation 
of muslin, shirtings, woollen cloths, ste. has 
made a marked increase, 

Turning to exporis it will be seen that 
many articles have. been adversely affect 
ed owing to the increase in the cost of 
production.. It was only in November and 
December that ‘exports totalling over ’.30
